The very body 
that was entombed a natural body 
came out a 8(ilrltual body, not a apir- 
Ituul a|)lrlt, but a real body, althnugh 
no longer subject to natural law, be- 
ing ever hereafter permeated and 
dominated by the Spirit. Of course, 
the Christian believes in the resur- 
rection of his own body. "All that are 
in the graves shall hear the voice of 
the Son of God and shall come forth."
